BACK CHECKING—To check an op- 
ponent in your defending zone. 


BOARD CHECKING — To ride or 
drive an opponent into the dasher 
boards. Illegal and calls for penalty. 


BODY CHECK—To use your body 
to block or hit an opponent. Legal 
when he has possession of the puck 
or was last player to have touched it. 


CHARGING — If more than three 
strides are taken before checking 
an opponent it constitutes charg- 
ing. tllegal and calls for penalty. 


BUTT-ENDING—To hit 2n opponent 
with the end of the stick farthest 
from the blade. Illegal and calls 
for penalty. 3 
CROSS CHECKING—To hit an op- 
ponent with both hands .on the 
stick and no part of the stick on 
the ice. Calls for a penalty. 
ELBOWING — Hitting an opponent 
with the elbow. illegal and calls 
for a penalty. 

FACE-OFF—The dropping of a puck 
between one player from each team 
to start play.

HAT TRICK — Three (or more) 
goals by a single player in a game. 
HIGH STICKING—The carrying of 
the stick above shoulder level.

If stick is used in 
this manner against an opponent it 
calls for a face-off. No goal can be 
scored with a high stick and high 
sticking always results in face-off.

MAJOR PENALTY — A five-minute 
penalty. 


MATCH PENALTY—Suspension for 
balance of the game. 


MINOR PENALTY — A two-minute 
penalty. 

MISCONDUCT PENALTY — A 10- 
minute penalty against the indi- 
vidual, not the team. A substitute 
is permitted. Called for insubordi- 
nation or when a player incurs a 
second major penalty in a game. 


OFF-SIDES — Called when an at- 
tacking player precedes the puck 
across the opponents’ blue line. 
Illegal and calls for a face-off. 


OFF-SIDE PASS—Called when puck 
is passed to teammate across two 
Or more lines. Illegal and calls for 
face-off from point where pass 
Originated. 

POWER PLAY—AaAn all out attempt 
to score (with man-power advan- 
tage). Team usually uses four for- 
wards and one defenseman in this 


Situation. 
ROUGHING — Minor fisticuffs or 
shoving. Illegal and calls for a 


minor penalty. 

SLASHING—To swing stick at an 
opponent.

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HOCKEY TIPS 


Stickhandling 


1. Never stickhandle in front of your goal and avoid prolonged stickhandling in 
your defensive zone. 


2. Passing moves the puck faster than stickhandling. 

3. Master side-to-side stickhandling before trying to develop other methods. 

4. Never stickhandle with your head down. The more you can feel the puck, the 
less you have to glance down and the better you will be. 

5. The ability to decoy checkers is a vital part of the stickhandling art. Develop 
a variety of moves. 

6. Study the opposition for individual traits and weaknesses that will give you 
and your teammates an advantage. 





Passing 


. The pass is a two-man tactic. 

. Do not pass across your goal. Do not make blind passes. 

3. When in shooting range, a pass can mean a lost scoring 
opportunity. 

4. Put aspin on the puck. Keep your eye on the target and 

follow through with your stick aimed at the target. 


5. When receiving, let the puck come to you. Use a light touch. 
Be prepared to reach for the poor pass or catch it on your 
skates. 


6. Learn to use the boards.

Shooting 


1. Your best shooting position is in the slot, 
a rectangular area from ten to twenty-five 
feet in front of the goal. 

2. Scoring chances on low shots are better 
than high shots, and tne goalie’s stick 
side is better than his glove side. 


3. Try to make the goalie start a defensive 
move before you shoot. 


4. Don’t shoot off the heel of your blade. 
Follow through with your blade tip on 
target. 

5. Develop a variety of shots, and don’t 
neglect backhand shooting. 


6. After you shoot, don’t stop to look at the 
results. Goin at once for the rebound. 





Goaltending 


. Keep your eye on the puck. 

. Keep your legs together and your stick blade on the ice. KR 

. Clear or smother a loose puck immediately. | VS gOS f %

. Keep between the goal and the puck at all times, even when 
the action is well out of your zone. 


. After a body drop, get back on your skates at once. 


. Enlist help from your teammates in preventing screen 
shots. 


. Talk. With just a few words, you can point out defects and 
organize a tight defense. 


Penalties 


1. The rules are designed to prevent injuries and keep the game clean and exciting. 
2. Learn to control your temper. You cannot help your team from the penalty box. 


3. You may get away with a penalty once or twice behind an official’s back, but you can- 
not keep this up. Hockey is too fast a sport with too much going on for anyone to “‘play”’ 
the officials. 


4. Keep up with the current rules governing your league. 
5. Play aclean, aggressive game.
